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STUDENT PEACE UNIONS POP UP ON U.S. CAMPUSES 


An "American Student Peace Union," founded a few months ago, already claims to have 
more than 200 members on 20 midwest college campuses. 


Officers of the newly-formed group have been busy. They have traveled to dozens of cam- 
puses and talked to hundreds of students. They publish a monthly bulletin which goes to more than 
700 students. Further, they distributed over 10,000 leaflets at the University of Chicago and the 


University of Illinois last summer. And they ran a series of "soapbox forums" in Chicago and at 
Northwestern. 


The group's goal is to form an American Student Peace Union on the national level aimed at 
college and university students; and a separate, but associated, SPU for high school students. 


The SPU's statement of purpose is revealing. The Worker, official U.S. Communist Party 
newspaper, of November 22, 1959, reports it in these words: 


"The Student Peace Union is an organization of students and young people who, believing 
that war can no longer be used to settle international differences, have joined together to study 
the cause of war and to seek constructive alternatives to the present international situation, to 
study the techniques of reconciliation and to work to build a society which will know no more war, 
which will suffer no individual or group to be exploited by another, and which will assure to all 
the means for realizing the best possibilities of life." 


Aside from the fact that a report of the SPU appeared in the Worker, there is no evidence 
here that SPU is in any way connected with the current world-wide Communist peace drive. 


Youth Get Top Priority Treatment 


But it is of interest that Communist Parties all over the world right now are stepping up their 
youth activities, Sarda Mitra, of India, writing in the World Marxist Review of November 1959, 
makes this pertinent comment: 


"The Indian youth want to participate in the worldwide struggle against colonialism and for 
peace. In our conditions this struggle does not signify affiliation to any party... . For this reason 
a youth organization can be independent. The Communists work actively in our Federation, but 
this does not necessarily mean that it must be a Communist organization." 
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Mitra adds: “We arrived at this conclusion because in the different states people who fight 
for democracy but are not yet prepared to join the Communist Party work together with us in the 
ranks of the youth movement. Were we to create a Communist youth league, we would narrow 
the ranks of our organization, whereas the situation is such that there are opportunities for winning 
large numbers of young people. It is better to have an organization of a general democratic type." 


Whatever else might be said about stated objectives of the SPU, it can be said that their 
goals do not in any way conflict with Communist Party objectives. The SPU will be an organiza- 
tion for those who work on college and university campuses to watch with care. 


U.S. HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS DEBATE BENEFITS OF SOVIET EDUCATION 


During the last school year, hundreds of high school debaters were telling audiences reasons 
why the Soviet education system is superior to that in the United States. 


Furthermore, these debaters used as their information sources books, pamphlets, magazine 
articles, photographs and films provided for the purpose by the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship. 


This unusual arrangement came about because the debate question selected for high schools 
last year was: "Resolved, that the U.S. should adopt the essential features of the British educa- 
tional system," 


An innocent debate question? Of course. But debaters asked various groups for background 
information on French and Russian, as well as British, education. The result was to open the doors 
of high school and college libraries, classrooms, and auditoriums to piles of selected Soviet propa- 
ganda. Now, the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship is telling the world the debate 
question is about Soviet, rather than British, education. 


Of course, the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship was delighted. Richard 
Morford, the Council Director, reported in New World Review (November 1959): "Happily, we 
are equipped this fall with a new authoritative pamphlet on Soviet education. ‘Soviet Education: 
Today and Tomorrow' by Elizabeth Moos .... This pamphlet has been placed in the public library 
of every town in the U.S. with 10,000 or over in population. And in every college and university 
library where the institituion's enrollment is 400 or more. And in the hands of 300 selected edu- 
cators — a total of 3,500." 


Many Additional Publications 


Other new publications on the Council's current schedule include a historical record of 
American-Soviet relations by Dr. Harry F. Ward, a manual of "Basic Facts of the USSR"; "Peoples 
of the Soviet Union"; and "Soviet Trade Unions." 


In addition, the Council is providing 100 sets of up-to-date photographs, each set contain- 
ing from 25 to 75 pictures covering various phases of Soviet life, for use in high school entrance 
foyers and classrooms. 


Documentary films from the Soviet Union are being made available by the Council for show- 
ings to general audiences, students in college, women in church societies, and even sixth grade 
children, Comments Richard Morford: "Infinite are the possibilities in the field of cultural 
exchange." 


But toward what end? Morford provides at least part of the answer. The National Council 
of American-Soviet Friendship, he says, wants to promote agreement between the U.S. and USSR; 
to inform the general U.S. public, to provide people with "action recommendations," to "direct 
influence upon Washington where decisions are made." 
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Cultural exchange has a practical objective from the Soviet Union's point of view. It is to 
push our political leaders into agreeing with policy positions determined by Soviet leaders, The 
National Council of Soviet-American Friendship, designated by the Attorney General and by the 


Subversive Activities Control Board as a Communist front organization, is obviously doing its part 
quite well. 


NEW LEADER— MORE VIGOROUS POLICY FOR U.S, REDS 


The election of Gus Hall, of Cleveland, as general secretary of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A., on December 14 signals the start of a more vigorous Communist activity here than we 
have had for the past few years. 


From a high of about 80,000 members in 1945, Party membership has dropped to fewer than 
10,000. Soviet Premier N. S. Khrushchev's denunciation of Stalin a few years ago at one time 
even appeared to have shattered the Party organization, 


While no reporters were permitted to attend the Party's 17th annual convention, certain 
phases of the Party's more vigorous program for 1960 and beyond are now known, 


They include: 1) building Party membership, particularly by appealing to support from 
students and youth; 2) building organizational foundations for creation of an independent, but 
Communist-dominated, third political party; 3) using agitation and propaganda to undermine U.S. 
business institutions and to whip up more popular support for the Soviet Union's "peaceful" foreign 
policy. 


The Party's political plans are not new, but they are worth repeating. For 1960 Party mem- 
bers will concentrate on developing program, organization and election of their own representa- 
tives within the current two-party system. This means an attempt to infiltrate and, to the extent 
possible, to influence candidates and issues in the Democratic and Republican Parties. 


Party leaders now figure that when they and their like-thinking allies can count a substan- 
tial number of Congressmen (50 to 100) on their side, and like numbers in key state legislatures 
and city councils, the time will be ripe for announcing formation of a major new third party. 


A long-range program? It certainly is. But activities will begin with the primaries this 
spring. Communists know that relatively few citizens take part in the primaries. Thus, work by 
the relatively few Communists will have more effect at this time than they will have later in the 
campaign. 


Their aim in the primaries will be to influence the selection of candidates and issues favor- 
able to the planned rise in Communist political power in the U.S. At the same time, Communists 
will be as active as they can in state and local election plans and campaigns. 


The virtual retirement of Eugene Dennis, general secretary of the Party since 1957, in favor 
of a younger (49-years-old) and more vigorous leader, Gus Hall, portends a more dangerous effort 
by the Party to build Party political power according to the grand plan. 


Only one counteraction can be suggested: Get busy in the political party of pve choice, 
. 


starting with the primaries, and work for the principles, the values, the issues and the candidates 
you feel will represent you and your interests, and not those of the Communist Party. 


COMMUNIST VS. U.S. MORALITY — NEW ISSUE FOR U.S. REDS 
The Soviet Union's Short Philosophical Dictionary says this about Communist morality in 


these blunt terms: "From the point of view of Communist morality, moral is only that which facili- 
tates the destruction of the old world and which strengthens the new, Communist regime." 
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To this, V. I. Lenin, founder of the Soviet Union, adds: "At the foundation of Communist 
morality lies the struggle for the strengthening and perfecting of Communism," 


By these definitions, of course, everything in American culture is, by its non-Communist 
nature, immoral. Today, U.S. Reds are making a campaign of this idea. As reported in Political 
Affairs for November 1959, it goes like this: 


Capitalism, and by this Communists mean our entire free way of life, "develops corruption 
amongst those who possess and ruin for the exploited." 


On the other hand, Communists wish “everything for man — happiness, good health, 
security... ." 


Thus, Communism is morally superior to the American way of life. The moral superiority of 
Communism flows from its role of liberator of all the energies of man," 


For this reason, “personal happiness of the highest order for a Communist is the victory of 
the working class; happiness is to serve the cause of the overthrow of the regime of exploitation, 
of oppression, and degradation of man. . .,"" Communist jargon for the American way of life. 


Communist attempts to tag American institutions or industries as "immoral" as compared to 
the superior morality of their own "unselfish" devotion to “everything for man —happiness, good 
health, security. . ." ranks as the most subversive and dangerous attack they have yet launched 
in the United States. 


"QUIT AFRICA" — NEW SLOGAN REPLACES "YANKEE GO HOME" 


"Quit Africa Day" was celebrated, or should we say, was promoted in Hanoi, North Viet- 
nam on December 1 as part of a Communist-sponsored "Africa Day" program. 


Nhan Dan, a Communist newspaper in Hanoi, ran through all the old charges — that the 
U.S. "imperialists" have penetrated into Africa, are "robbing" the African peoples of a part of 
their property, are turning Africa into "a war base." 


“But the African peoples have not been duped," says Nhan Dan. The U.S. and other 
"imperialists" will be driven out, too. 


Thousands of miles away in Moscow, Pravda (December 1) featured an article on "Dawn 
Over Africa." Under pressure of the "invincible national liberation movement," said the Com- 
munist newspaper, imperialists are being driven out of Africa. 


Two-thirds of the African continent is still “under the heel of colonizers," the paper con- 
tinues, but the struggle goes on for "full liberation" in one generation. 


How is "full liberation" being promoted by Communists in Moscow and Hanoi? One way 
is by educating young Africans in Marxist-Leninist ideology . 


African Students In Moscow 


At a quiet Soviet-African friendship dinner in Moscow around November 15, Soviet Union 
professors told African students attending the University of Moscow: "You must study and conquer 
the summit of world science and civiliation, By coming to know our Soviet ideology, you will 
either agree with it, adopt it or not, but today no educated man can fail to know this ideology." 





In a well-timed follow-up, Vladimir Lordansky, chairman of the Committee of Soviet Youth 
Organizations, added: "Our institutes and universities are open to the Africans who want to make 
their knowledge more profound for the benefit of the peoples of the African continent." 


By way of response, a student and author from Guinea, declared: “The main African prob- 
lem now is the liberation of Africa. We are confident that the problem will be solved with the 
help of the USSR and other socialist countries and democratic countries the world over." 


The new leaders of a liberated Africa are now going to school, learning how to rule, how 


to organize their new societies. Moscow is not missing a chance to educate them in the Commu- 
nist way. 


The full Communist program is: agitate, liberate, educate, control. 


THE RED VOLCANO IN GERMANY 


Under the apparently peaceful surface of world affairs today, a political volcano boils and 
bubbles in East and West Berlin. 


Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev almost set the explosion off on November 27, 1958 when 


he demanded, in effect, that the United States, France and the United Kingdom abandon West 
Berlin. 


The volcano may erupt in Berlin at any time. Within a matter of months, at the most, the 
Soviet Union will probably renew its November 27, 1958 demand that the U.S., England and 
France abandon West Berlin. 


Tremors from this earlier demand are still being felt in political circles around the world. 
From the desire to avoid war over Berlin can be traced all the current Western moves to negotiate 
a peaceful settlement with the Soviet Union. 


But according to Nikita Khrushchev, the Communists are not impressed by what the West 
has done so far. About six weeks ago, Communist propagandists began to complain that Western 
leaders were merely prolonging the Berlin issue. 


Reds Want Us Out 


"The point at issue," said Moscow Radio on November 19, “is liquidation of the dangerous 
source of tension in West Berlin, which harbors all kinds of surprises and which may have disaster- 
ous consequences." 


"The remnants of war with Germany" must be liquidated, Moscow propagandists declared on 
November 10. Occupation of West Berlin must be ended and foreign troups and foreign military 
bases must be removed from West German soil. 


What then? Nikita Khrushchev laid out his plans as clearly as one can expect from a Com- 
munist. In a speech to Soviet Union journalists November 17, 1959, Khrushchev said: "West 
Berlin, it is known, does not belong to the German Federal Republic [West Germany] and it is 
situated in the territory of the GDR [East Germany] ." 


Such talk indicates that Khrushchev still hopes to drive U.S., French and English forces out 
of West Berlin; then drive freedom-loving Germans out of the city; and finally absorb West Berlin 
into East Berlin and East Germany. 








USSR Protests West German Radio 


One small incident underscores this explosive situation, A short time ago, the West German 
Government decided to build a radio station in West Berlin. Announcement of the plan was re- 
ceived with howls in Moscow. 


The USSR Government handed a protest to the West German ambassador in Moscow. An of- 
ficial USSR Government note was sent to the United States protesting this action. Nikita Khrushchev 
on November 17, 1959 declared: "A plan to build their radio station in West Berlin has been an- 
nounced in Bonn. We regard this plan as unlawful, as a provocation." 


Why the tempest over plans of the West German Government to build a radio station in West 
Berlin? Simply this. First of all, Communists think of West Berlin as property they hope soon to 
occupy. Therefore, the West German plan to build a radio station there is "unlawful." 


Still more important, in its note to the U.S. the USSR Government claimed that the only 
reason West Germany could have for setting up a radio station in West Berlin would be to step up 
"subversive activity and hostile propaganda . . . against the GDR [ East Germany] ." 


Such action, said the USSR, could impair the "success of the forthcoming negotiations on 
the Berlin question." It is now clear that a major Communist aim of these negotiations will be to 
kick all Western influence, including that of West Germany, out of West Berlin. 


A West German radio station broadcasting news and commentary from West Berlin to East 
Berlin residents could only be so feared by Moscow for one reason. They feel that many East 
Germans could be aroused to throw over the Communist regime and rejoin West Germany. 


Such a fear appears to be one motive behind Moscow's desire to eliminate Western influence 
from West Berlin. The other is that conquest of West Berlin might be calculated to raise Communist 
prestige and reduce U.S. prestige in West Germany and in all of Western Europe. 


With values of this kind hanging on the outcome, you can expect some real fireworks yet to 
come over the Berlin issue. 


RED CAMPAIGN TO UNDERMINE CAPITALISM IN EUROPE LAUNCHED 


An eight-year Communist policy of neutrality toward Western Europe ended last month. Few 
people in the West remembered that in August 1952 Communist leaders from Western and Eastern 
Europe met in Karlsbad, Czechoslovakia. 


Party leaders were told by Palmiro Togliatti, Party Boss in Italy, that the strategy was to 
hold the line in Western Europe, to hamper Western European growth and hamstring her political 
action, But the action would be defensive while the main Communist aggressions went forward in 
Asia, the Middle East, Africa and Latin America. 


A change has now been disclosed in this strategy. Communists will still press forward in 
Asia, the Middle East, Africa and Latin America. But, in addition, they will also undertake a 
positive, aggressive program to undermine capitalism in all of Western Europe. This marks a very 
major shift in Communist world strategy. 


Here's how it came about as the facts have been pieced together from information reaching 
here: 


Late in November 1959, an international meeting of Communist Party leaders was held in 


Rome to talk over the development of capitalism in Europe. Two factors appear to have been up- 
permost in the minds of those attending the meeting. 
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USSR's Economic Power Growing 


The first is that the Soviet Union's rapidly growing economic power is beginning to exert a 
major influence throughout the world. As Nikita Khrushchev has said, they believe Lenin's thesis 
that the main influence on world events is exercised by the Soviet Union through its economic 
construction. They figure that the Soviet Union's rising economic power is forcing the West to 
take a more moderate position toward Communism, 


The second is that the current "relaxation of international tension" opens the door for the 
"abolition of the cold war" and that this trend is due to the policy of the Soviet Union “based on 
superiority already achieved in many fields and serving peace exclusively." With the entire world 
now committed to the Soviet Union's peace policy, they figure the time is ripe to press their ad- 
vantage to undermine capitalism in Western Europe. 


The Marxist-Leninist theory is that capitalism inevitably causes wars and that the only way 
to secure peace is to destroy capitalism and establish Communist-style socialism and then Commu- 
nism. Thus, the drive for world peace becomes a drive for undermining capitalism, As Pravda 
stated in March 18, 1956: "Today the variety of phenomena, of which our epoch is composed, is 
working in one direction — in the direction of an ever-increasing, ever-growing undermining of 
the foundations of world capitalism." 


Reds Issue Appeal 


After the Rome meeting in November, leaders of Western European Communist Parties ex- 
changed views on the problems and the opportunities for Communist gains. The outcome was the 
issuing of an appeal. Significantly, the appeal was published in Pravda on December 3, 1959, 
one of the first, if not the very first, use of Pravda as an acknowledged voice of Communist 
Parties outside of the Communist Empire. 





Aim of the appeal directed to people in Western Europe was "to consolidate all working 
people and democrats for the struggle for peace, democracy and a happy future for peoples." 
This is Communist jargon for spreading Communist rule throughout Europe. 


In reporting on the meeting, Communist leaders stated: “The struggle for peace. . . is closely 
connected with the day-to-day struggle for the vital interests of the working class and the just de- 
mands of farmers, intellectuals, craftsmen, small shopkeepers, and other representatives of the 
middle class who are oppressed by the policy of big capital. 


"This appeal," they continued, "urges the working class in the capitalist countries of 
Europe to join forces and to work for their common demands in the face of the coalition of 
monopoly interests." 


Specific items in the appeal: struggle for full employment, for higher wages, for better 
social security conditions, for equal rights for women and youth, for a 40-hour week with no cut 
in pay, for success of a summit meeting in getting a peace treaty for the two German states, for 
UN recognition of Red China, and total disarmament. 


Communists hope that the world-wide desire of mankind for a stable peace can be exploited 
to further their aims to unify workers and others in wrecking the social-economic system of West- 
ern Europe. This is a game in which one major, false misstep could be fatal. 








INSIDE THE COMMUNIST EMPIRE 


What happens inside the Communist Empire may be as important to the future of man's free- 
dom as what happens in the free world. Items of significance in this area are reported here in 
brief: 


HUNGARY —A strong anti-Communist mood persists in Hungary despite the brutal repres- 
sion of Hungarians by Soviet and Communist Hungarian forces. Hungarians’ nationalist and anti- 
Communist fervor is confirmed by the Bratislava Daily Pravda (Czechoslovakia) November 28, 
1959. The Czechoslovak Reds concede that the biggest job for Communists in Hungary right now 
is the fight against Hungarian nationalism and for proletarian international ism — Communist jargon 
for acceptance of Moscow rule. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA — Ferdinand Vigne, new secretary of the World Peace Council, took 
part in a Peace Committee meeting in Czechoslovakia on December 5 which, the Czechoslovaks 
said, "showed the vital importance of carrying out the Soviet proposals on general and complete 
disarmament." The meeting sent a letter to Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev saying: "We turn 
to you to thank you from the very bottom of our hearts. . ." and one to President Dwight D. 
ee stressing the urgency of holding a summit meeting and the need for accepting Soviet 
goals. 


EAST GERMANY — A seven-year plan to harness the youth power of East Germany to help 
“catch up with and overtake world capitalism in all fields" was announced by Paul Verner in East 
Berlin on November 22, 1959. The ultimate aim, said Verner, is that "the balance of power will 
be so decisevely changed in favor of the forces of peace, democracy, and socialism that we will 
be in a position to prevent profit-hungry adventurers from ever again bringing the horrors of 
another world war upon mankind. This proves the correctness of the maxim that socialism is peace." 


The All-American Conference to Combat Communism serves as a meeting ground and 
clearing house for some fifty national women's, youth, religious, professional, civic, 
fraternal and veterans' organizations. The Conference is non-partisan. It dissemi- 


nates objective information about Communist intentions and tactics to guide member
